Inashiro Honda, my manager and 
film producer's first task was to 
discover a way I could reappear after 
being squelched by Dr. Saniaawa's 
Oxygen Destroyer which was the 
gimmick ending they thought up for 
tny first flick. After months of Intense 
concentration we came up with the 
idea that people really didn’t give a 
dam about [Hvvious finales, and if 
they really got nasty about ray sudden 
rebirth we could always insist the 
lifeless body viewed at the end of the 


(list film was really a photogenic 
sardine with gland troubles. Warner 
Brothers, the company that was to 
release the new film in the United 
States, wasn’t interested in details like 
that anyway. And so the cameras 
roiled, and the fight with my first pro 
opponent began . . . Leapin' lizards! 

With all due respect, Anguius was 
what you might call a pushover. I 
mean, it didn't take much to push him 
over a toppled building, or the cliff of 
a glacier, or just about anywhere as 
long as it was In a downward direction. 
The film’s returns pushed on In an 


upward direction, fortunately, and 
despite the fact that a stoned press 
^enl misspelled my name (suddenly / 
was “GIGANTIS’. THE FIRE 
MONSTER"), my career in motion 
pictures was on its way . . . (up. that 
is)! 

GIGANTIS involved a young hero 
(naturally) trapped on an icy isle 
(when else would one find a 
cold-blooded cave creature?) who 
witnesses ANGURUS and myrelf 
roughing it up in a truly terii^ing 
fashion. Logically dismayed, he 
reports the observation to his 
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superiors who even more logically 
laugh him out of court 

But, alas, it isn’t long before we 
level another city, and Angurus bites 
the dust (perhaps air pollution would 
be more appropriate) after a few short 
rounds. The authorities finally 
managed to encase me alive in an 
icebei^ before the last reel saw the 
twilight sun reflected on the gentle 
waters of the ocean as the harmonious 
hymns of thankful humans embraced 
the night. (Gosh!) 

The popularity of my first two 
films inspired Mr. Honda to arrange 
some fights with other monstrosities. 
Already Tokyo was under attack 
byRODAN (1957) andTHE 
MYSTERIANS (1959). both in 
glorious color, so. for the first time in 
Japan, the monster market was In! 
Even more unusual was the American 
response to our humble epics. The 
imported versions (usus/i.v rcdubbed 
with American music and uoices as 
well as additional scenes) did 
surprisingly well, disproving the 
original theory that they'd be too 
foreign (or was that far out?) for the 
states. After all, if one can accept 
Ricardo Montaiban in SAYONARA. 
one can accept anything! 

THE KING AND I 
AMONG OTHERS 

But it wasn’t until 1963 that my 
prizefighting venture and film career 
rose to an all-time peak. With 
Universal Rctures distributing in the 
U.S. and Rank in England. KING 
KONG VS. GODZILLA thundered 
into my life. It was truly a 
monumental battle of epic 
proportions, one that scared the panLs 
off the kiddies and gave their parents a 
severe case of Japanese Sleeping 
Sickness. Newsman Michael Keith 
followed the action throughout the 
film, from my reappearance to Kong's 
discovery to Che dreaded (but eagerly 
awaited) confrontation. 

No offense intended to the former 
champ, but Kong was not his old self 
in the actual battle, probably because 
his original manager, Willis O’Brien, 
was no longer in the business, He was 
so out of shape and training that you'd 
think he was a man in a monkey suit! 
My atomic bad breath nearly knocked 
him for a loop. Even the tree he 
jammed down my throat was a total 
waste. Finally we both got disgusted 
with Che whole thing and plummeted 



Into the ocean, the American version 
suggesting a Kong victory and the 
Japanese conveying a Godailla win. I 
reaJly won. though my manager, 
tnoshiro Honda took most of the box 
office take. 


Meanwhile Inoshiro signed Mothra, 
the giant butterfly lady, to a contract 
and decided to match us Immediately 
following the bug’s first flick. 
GODZILLA VS. THE THING had 
nothing to do with the James Amess 
classic sci-fi film but did sorta 
resemble a "Gunsmoke" episode in 
reverse, Buggy’s (that’s wbat I 


affectionately call Ms. Mothra) two 
kids la rouplt of worms) wiggled their 
way into my good graces and dien 
doused me with silk when I wasn’t 
looking. For the rest of my 
professional career I avoided Mothra 
and her dlky kids; primarily because 
of their messy aclivi- 
lles . . . silk-spinning wise, that is. 
Besides Mrs. Godzilla weais nylons. 


Being a saurian from the sea myself, 
it was only fitting that my next 
opponent originated from the watery 
depths. GODZILLA VS. THE SEA 
MONSTER had me sparring 


half-heartedly with a crusty, crab-like 
creature who looked more like a 
laminated lobster after I was finished 
with him. People said Che SEA 
MONSTER took a dive ... but that 
would be giving him too much credit! 
The producers apparently felt these 
monster bashes needed an extra touch 
and added, among other thinp, mad 
scientists and spies. To say the least, 
they weren't the most. A new creative 
angle was sorely needed if my fights 
were to continue . . .

ring to K.O. my hvortle foes. For the 
first time l>oth Che humin storyline 
ind monster meshing blended 
smoothly and pleasingly Roden, 
Uoihre end Yours Truly had to defend 
the Earth from an outer-space bozo; 
6HIDRAH. THE THREE HEADED 
MONSTER, in a colossal, monumental 
hybrid of bo»ng. karate, and tag-team 
wrestling, and believe you me. it was 
no picnic! After about 90 minutes of 
hitting and mis»ng (mostly mlsung) 
we finally managed to maneuver our 
armored antagonist to the mat. The 
outer space element proved to be a 
positive one; in 1968 Toho released a 
sequel to GHIDRAH entitled 


MONSTER ZERO. Using costumes 
and props left over from THE 
MYSTERIANS. this new tale boasted 
an all-star monster cast as well as an 
.American actor (hey. hey.'), that Rebel 
himself, Nick Adams. 

As usual, the script for the human 
beings provided the necessary comedy 
relief. I'll never forget that one scene 
where inCergtIacCic spies iwhat kinda 
spies?) execute a confused young alien 
^rl for falling in love with Nick. 

Teeth gritted, eyes flaring, he 
furiously turns to her killers nd 
screams, “You rats!” 

Despite the foul-language, the pic 
was nominated for an Academy 
Award. No, not for my performance 


nor Nick’s but rather for the dandy 
special effects. Those maCchstick cities 
do it every time! I knocked 'em over
